cases. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough,  undertakes  all  necessary  work. 

Hospitals. 

There  is  no  change  in  former  arrangements. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  community. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  former  arrangements.

Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Under  an  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  they  cleanse  their  streets  within 
our  area  for  an  agreed  sum  each  year.  The  rest  of  the  streets  and  roads  are  scavenged  by 
the  U.D.C.  highways  Staff. 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  in  the  town  by  the  Council’s 
own  vehicle  and  direct  labour. 

Salvage. 

Aregular  weekly  collection  of  Salvage  is  carried  out  and  the  results  are  satisfactory 

Camping  Sites. 

No  Licenses  have  been  issued. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Council’s  Swimming  Bath  used  mainly  by  children  has  been  fequired  for  other 
purposes. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  bug  infestation. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  a  regional  slaughter  house  outside  this  area. 
On  one  occasion  I  had  to  draw  attention  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  vehicle  used  for  distributing 
the  meat.  Large  quantities  of  tinned  foods  were  examined,  some  at  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  A  fair  amount  was  condemned  but  bearing  in  mind  the  quantity 
examined  and  the  amount  of  tinned  goods  on  the  Market  the  quality  remains  high- 


Visits  and  duties  under  all  the  Government’s  various  Ministerial  Departments  quite 
apart  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  taken  up  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thrown  more 
responsibility  and  work  on  the  department.
